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BRAZIL - Ue Se TRADE RELATIONS 





Statistics recently released by the U. S. Department of Commerce 
and analysed by the Brazilian Government Trade Bureau seem to indicate 
that the future of trade relations between these two countries is not 
necessarily threatened by a period of uncertainties and apprehension, 
since the development of these relations was already a fact before the 
war crisis. Therefore, we have only reasons to believe that, once the 
war is over, the same rhythm wiich was interrupted in 1941, will be ta- 
ken up againe 

Both Brazil and the United States, however, derived considerable 
benefits from the trade which they maintain since January 1942, - a trade 
in which the war needs determined the inclusion of a whole series of new 
items which will not be affected by the ceasing of hostilities. 

During this period, Brazil has developed her production of stra- 
tegic and basic materials intensively, and, although the statistical da- 
ta on this output has not been released for sccurity rcasons, statements 
made both by Brazilian and Amcrican technicians show that during the 
years 1942 and 1943 this output rcached a level many times superior to 
that of 1941. 

Meanwhile, the Unitcd States maintaincd at a fairly high level 
and at a reasonably steadfast plan her exports of machinery, vehicles, 
metals and metal articles, chemicals, wood and paper, vegetable products, 
textile fibers and manufactured articles, foodstuffs and beverages to 
Brazil. 

The increase in U. S. machinery and vehicle-exports to Brazil was 
so significant during 1942, that the total figures for that year (U. S. 
$46,577,000) do not differ greatly from the 1941 total (U. Se. $59,630, 
000), cspecially so, if we consider that since the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor, the United States have placed all thvir exports of metals, metal 
articles, machinery and vehicles under a strict policy of restriction. 
The same fact was observed with regard to Brazilian imports of Chemicals 
from the United States, which, in 1942, were smaller than the imports 
of 1941, but were, on the other hand, larger than those of 1940 and about 
three times the total figures for 1939. 

Of all the products mentioned, we may say that the future exports 
to Brazil will only increase, as the United States, with the progress or 
the end of the war, will be in a position to produce and export the above 
Mentioned products with great advantage over the European nations, which 
have been hit in full by the effects of the conflict. 

Brazil's exports to the United States, on the other hand, will 
have derived a great benefit from her present intensified production of 
basic and strategic materials. The goods which Brazil is now producing 
for war purposes are, in their majority, highly useful to peace indus- 
tries as well. These include: quartz, mica, industrial diamonds, tanta- 
lite, iron, manganese, chromite, rutilc, zirconium, bauxite, lead, plati- 
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num and tungsten ore. These mincrals which are nowadays indispensable to 
the progress of the war, have gained numerous new uses due to the very 
needs brought about by the war, and the industrial development which the 
United States will attain in the post-war period will mean a sound gua- 
rantee that the Brazilian production of such minerals will here find an 
outlet. Especially so, if we realize that Brazil is practically the only 
source for these products, while, on the other hand, the other countries 
producing such materials, will, in the post-war, be faced with the task 
of an economic reconstruction, which they will need a considerable 

length of time to accomplish. 

Equally good are the perspectives for the marketing of Brazilian 
vegetable raw-materials in the United States. Among these we may mention; 
gutta-percha, gums, resins, balsams, drugs, herbs, leaves and roots, 
ipecac; oilseeds, nuts, castor beans, babassi kernels, murumurd and tu- 
cum fibers, vegetable oils and fats, carnatba and ouricurf waxes, castor 
oil, essential oils, fruit-oils, fibers, as well as cotton, jute, caroa, 
hemp and wild-fiber manufactured goods. 

Furthermore, Brazil may develop her exports of timber to the 
United States, in view of the enormous amount of U. Se. lumber which is 
being consumed by the war industries in this country. In this respect, 
it is timely to refer here to the great number of inquiries, received 
daily by the Brazilian Government Trade Bureau from American business- 
men throughout the country, on the exportable types of pine and hard- 
woods from Brazil, as well as on wooden articles, boards, boxes and 
other forms of wood. A great interest is observed also with regard to 
Brazilian silk textiles, which are being successfully marketed by one 
of the leading department stores in New York City. 

All these perspectives may be corsidered as signs of an intensive 
development in the Brazilian-American trade in the future, as soon as 
the war is over, and when both our countries may once more take up the 
transactions which, in 1941, reached a record in the history of trade 
between the two countries. 





SILK YARN PRODUCTION IN THE STATE OF 
SAO PAULO 





According to a report recently received from the Comissao Brasi- 
leira de Fomento Intcramericano (Brazilian Committee for Inter-American 
Development), the following are.the latest figures on silk-yarn product-

Silk production in the State of Sdo Paulo is an ever-increasing | 
process, particularly so in the course of the current year, when the | 
Crop is expected to reach 300,000 kgs. of yarn. This figure, added to 
the already available 70,000 kgse, will make up the 370,000 kgs. avail- 
ability figure for the 1944 total. 
An attempt has been made to secure detailed information on the 
exact consumption of silk yarn in each separate factory operating in 
S80 Paulo, but this has not yet becn accomplished. Considering, however, | 
that there has been no exportation of silk yarn in 1943, when product- 
fon reached 160,000 kgs., present consumption may be cstimated at a fi- | 
gure between 160,000 and 180,000 kgs. 
Considering also that the Brazilian industry is now operating to 
its utmost capacity, we may expect a larger consumption of silk yarn in 
1944, and the “Comissao Especial de S$da" (Special Silk Committee) advi- 
S€S setting aside a larger amount than usual for consumption in the do- 
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mestic industrial establishments. In other words, from the above-mention- 
ed 370,000 kgs. of silk yarn, two thirds or 240,000 kgs. should be in- 
tended for domestic consumption, and one third should be made available 
for exportation, i.e. the remaining 130,000 kgs. 


MULBERRY*TREE AND SILK-WORM CULTIVATION 
EXPERIMENTS IN BRAZIL 





The fact that the world's silk market remained under Japanese 
control until recent years is due solely to the circumstance that no 
other country dared start such industry on a large scale, fearing their 
inability to compete against the cheap wages paid by Japan to her silk- 
laborers and consequent unbelievably low cost of yarn. 

Cheap wages, however, can easily be offset by higher production 
and increased output, and experiments carried out in Northern Brazil 
during recent years to ascertain the possibilities for cultivating the 
mulberry tree for culture of the silk-worm yielded astonishing results, 
which have since then been confirmed by the Ministry of Agriculture in 
Brazile The following are some of the results:
